The General Assembly’s 60-na- 
tion Political Committee now is 
considering Russian charges of 
American aggression against Chi- 
na. The charges grew out of Pres- 
ident Truman’s order sending the 
Seventh Fleet into Formosa strait 
to,prevent a spreading of the Ko- 
réan war. 

Soviet Deputy Foreign Minister 
Jacob A. Malik made the request 
that the Chinese Reds participate 
in the committee’s proceedings, 

Opposed by Chiang. 

Nationalist China’s T. F. Tsiang 
expressed vigorous opposition. 

United States Delegdte John 
Foster Dulles said: “I have no 
desire to speak on this question.”

RATE IN U.S. IN 1949 
WAS ONLY 1 IN 1000 


CHICAGO, Nov. 24 (AP) — 
Only one mother in a thousand 
died during live childbirth in the 
United States last year—a record 
low for a large nation. 


The journal of the American 
Medical Association made the an- 
nouncement, stating: 

“Maternal mortality is no 
longer a nationwide problem. 
Child-bearing has been made 
quite safe.” 

The rate compares with 1.2 
deaths last year and 6.2 in 1933. 
Mississippi had the highest 
death rate last year, 2.3, but this 
was far superior to the best 
showing for any single state in 
1933 of 4.3. 

Thirty states had rates below 
1.0 last year, two reported ex- 
actly that figure and the others 
were slightly. higher.

‘VOICE OF AMERICA’ 
TO OCCUPY 20-STORY 
NEW YORK BUILDING

NEW YORK, Noy. 24—The Fed- 
eral Public Building Service has 
completed negotiations for the 
purchase, at an approximate price 
of $2,000,000 of a 20-story office 
building at 15-19 East Twenty- 
sixth street for use by the State 
Department to house fhe Voice of 
America. 

According to reports, the State 
Department, under which the 
“Voice” operates, will install 36 
studios in the building, expand its 
force to about 2500 employes, and 
enlarge its broadcasting program 
from 30 to 52 hours daily by the 
end of next June. 

At present the 600 persons 
working for the “Voice” are in 
three buildings on Fifty-seventh 
street. .

The temperature dropped to 7.8 
degrees above zero in the city at 
8 a.m, the lowest mark for this 
early in the heating season since 
the Weather Bureau began keep- 
ing records here in 1871. 

It was the city’s coldest weather 
in nearly two years, or since the 
temperature fell to 2 above on 
Jan. 30, 1949. The low at Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field today was 6 
above at 5 a.m. 

The previous low for Nov. 24 
was 13 above in 1880. However, 
unofficial records kept by Dr. 
George Engelmann, early St. 
Louis physician and _ scientist, 
showed a recording of 6 above 
on Nov. 24 in 1860. 

Accompanied by Snow. 

The bitter cold was accompa- 
nied by snow, which began falling 
yesterday morning as the tem- 
perature started to tumble. The 
snowfall totaled only a half inch 
in the city. 

The St. Louis reading at 7 a.m. 

yesterday was 37 degrees. The 
mercury began its steady drop 
thereafter, freezing weather being 
reached by 9:30 a.m., and 20 above 
at 1 p.m. By midnight the tem- 
perature was 10 above, giving the 
city its coldest Nov. 23 since rec- 
ords have been kept here. 
Streets and sidewalks generally 
were clear, although occasional 
icy patches made driving and 
walking hazardous. 

The Public Service Co. reported 
no serious delays in its transit 
service. 

Somewhat Warmer Tomorrow. 
Missouri highways were gener- 
ally passable throughout the state, 
but hazardous in some places be- 
cause of ice or snow, the State 
Highway Patrol reported. 

Solid ice was reported this 
morning in some parts of North 
Missouri and between Farmington 
and Fredericktown on U.S. High- 
ways 61 and 67. The Highway 
Department expectéd to eliminate 
most of the danger spots during 
the day by spreading cinders on 
ice-coated hills and curves.

President Truman at the outset 
of the Korean war ordered the 
United States Seventh Fleet to 
“neutralize” the island to prevent 
Chinese Commuaists attacks on 
Formosa as wel as Nationalist 
assaults on the Communist-held 
mainland of China. 

As for the peace treaty, the 
Russians took note of one Amer- 
ican point which said that “there 
would be continui ng co-operative 
responsibility between Japanese 
facilities and United States and 
perhaps other forces for the 
maintenance of international 
peace and security in the Japan 
area.” 

Questions by Russia. 

The Russians asked if that 
means that even after a peace 
agreement is written the United 
States would keep military forces 
in Japan. Russia also asked 
whether we propose to create 
Japanese armed forces. 

It is known that the United 
States favors some Japanese re- 
arming as well as keeping Ameri- 
can forces in Japan. 

The exchange of memoranda,

MacArthur’s Message. 

Gen. MacArthur flew to Korea 
to touch off the offensive per- 
sonally. 

He; told Maj. Gen. John Coul- 
ter, commander of the United 
States Ninth Corps: 

“You tell them that when 
they get up to the Yalu river, 
Jack, they ¢an all come home. 
I want to make good my Mate- 
ment that they will eat Christ- 
mas dinner at home.” 

In Washington an authoritive 
Navy spokesman said, “it would 
be very difficult to get more than 
a small percentage of American 
troops home for Christmas, even 
if the Korean war ended Dec. 1.” 
He said it could not be forseen at 
this time how many ships could 
be diverted for that purpose. 

Gen. MacArthur’s offensive or- 
der had loosed on the Com- 
munists another great pincers 
movement somewhat similar to 
the. nutcracker operation applied 
against them in South Korea 
after the Inchon landing. One 
arm was closing in from the 
northwest and the other from the 
northeast. - 

On the northeast, the South 
Korean Capital Division seized 
Kyongsong. on the coast, swung 
inland around Nanam and cap- 
tured hills overlooking and west 
of Chongjin, only 55 miles from 
the Soviet Siberian frontier. The 
advance carried eight miles. 
Chongjin is the last major Korean 
city south of the Soviet border. 

Before returning to Tokyo, Gen. 
MacArthur flew in his unarmed 
constellation SCAP more than 100 
miles along the Yalu. From his 
plane, Gen MacArthur could see 
more than 30 miles into Commun-. 
ist China. American jet fighters

MacArthur’s plane landed at an 
advanced air base in Korea a few 
minutes before the offensive be- 
gan. 
before at Haneda airfield near 
Tokyo. 

The supreme U.N. commander 
was met in Korea by Lt. Gen. 
Walton H. Walker, United States 
Eighth Army commander, Maj. 
Gen. Earle E. Partridge, Fifth Air 
Force commander, and Maj. Gen. 
Frank W. Millburn, commander 
of the First Corps. 3 

The General was driven in an 
open jeep from the air base to 
First Corps headquarters. There 
he was briefed on the tactical sit- 
uation by Gen. Millburn and other 
field commanders. 

Gen. MacArthur was accom- 
panied by the commander of the 
Far East Air Forces, Lt. Gen. | 
George E. Stratemeyer, his own 
chief of staff, Maj. Gen. Doyle 
Hickey, and an aide, Col. Larry 
Bunker. 

Gen. MacArthur had flown to | 
the front twice early in the war | 
when his then slim forces were | 
fighting and falling back toward | 
the small perimeter they estab- | 
lished around Pusan. 

As United Nations ground forc- | 
es pushed forward, the Air Force | 
unleashed pulverizing blows from | 
the Yalu river to the enemy’s | 
forward positions 50 miles below 
the frontier. The Air Force was 
instructed to block the flow of 
Chinese reinforcements and to 
soften Red defenses in prepara- 
tion for major battles expected 
to explode all along the front 
today. 

The Ninth Regimental Combat 
Team of the United States Sec- 
ond Division entered Woncham, 
four miles north of Kujangdong, |

Huichon was blasted by B-26 and | 
B-29 bombers Friday in raids. 
which touched off an ammunition | 
dump sending clouds of greasy | 
black smoke 5000 feet into the 
air.

With nine Chinese Reds arriv- 
ing here for Security Council 
conferences, hope was expressed 
for a negotiated peace despite 
the statement of the Chinese that 
they have come to talk only about 
Formosa. 

“The United Nations plan,” said 
U.N. r7presentatives, “calls for re- 
lieving American troops of as 
much responsibility as possible as 
soon as possible. 

“Other foreign units will re- 
main in North Korez as an army 
of occupation for an unspecified 
length of time.

check price increases.

“Braking Effect” Apparent. 
The board acknowledged that 
preliminary reports from _ trade 
sources and banks indicate the to- 
tal volume of installment debt has 
continued to rise—despite controls 
—from the $13,329,000,000 peak 
hit at the end of September. But 
it said a braking effect from the 
controls already is apparent, on 
the basis of “tentative estimates.” 
The estimates, it said, “indicate 
that the volume of installment 
credit extended in October and 
thus far in November was smaller, 
and that credit outstanding in- 
creased less than in the preceding 
months or in the same period of 
1949.” 

The controls apply only to 
autos, furniture, television sets and 
about 15 other major appliances, 
but the board said that they “may 
also effect the demand for non- 
durable consumer goods.” 

The control terms since Oct. 16 
have required down payments of 
one-third on autos, 25 per cent on 
appliances and 15 per cent on 
furniture and rugs. They. also 
require full payment in 15 months. 

Defense of Controls. 

The beard, mindful of opposi- 
tion its terms have aroused among 
auto dealers and others, offered 
a defense. 

“In present circumstances of 
capacity output and growing de- 
fense requirements, liberal con- 
sumer credit terms can stimulate 
demand but without a compensat- 
ing increase in the supply of 
goods,” it said. “Further mone- 
tary expansion at this time can 
provide the financial base for 
supporting . higher price levels 
and encouraging additional price 
advances; it cannot, however, fos- 
ter additional supplies of goods.”

It still holds all the stock 
of the former subsidiary. 

The railroad has been har- 
assed by investigations, passenger 
complaints, financial troubles — 
and fatal accidents. 

When it filed bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings it reported an $8,000,000 
annual deficit and said it owed 
$56,000,000 while having assets of 
only $11,000,000, just $60,000 of 
that in cash.

Victor Dealer’s! 


Spencer of Columbia, D. L. 
Houtchens of Clinton and Tom A. 
Shockley of Waynesville are in a 
three-corneréd fight for House 
majority floor leader. 

Spencer, re-elected for his third 
House term, was chairman of the 
House Committee on Law Revi- 
sion in the 1949 session and was 
one of the House floor managers 
for small-loan legislation which 
was beaten last session. Houtch- 
ens, a new member last year, is 
reported to have considerable la- 
bor support an dsome city back- 
ing. Shockley, re-elected for his 
fourth term, is a long-time critc 
of the State Conservation Com- 
mission. 

Sando Appears Unopposed. 
Representative John L. Sando 
of Senath, who was speaker pro 
tem during the latter part of the 
1949 session, apparently has no 
opposition as the Democratic cau- 
cus choice for re-election. 

Political division of the House 
for the next session is 85 Demo- 
crats and 69 Republicans, based 
on unofficial returns. In the 
1949 House, there were 94 Demo- 
crats and 60 Republicans. 

The reduced majority will pose 
problems for Democratic leaders 
in keeping Democrats in their 
seats in order to muster the 78 
votes required for passage of leg- 
islation. 
Senator William M. Quinn 
(Dem.), of Maywood, a member 
of the Senate since 1934, is re- 
ported the probable choice of the 
Senate Democratic caucus for 
election as President pro tem of 
the Senate, although there have 
been some rumors of opposition 
to Quinn from a so-called insur- 
gent group. Quinn has been 
identified with the old-guard 
group in the Senate. 

Allison Is Out. 
Senator Emery W. Allison of 
Rolla, president pro tem in the 
last session, will not be in the 
next senate. He was defeated in 
the primary election last August 
for the Democratic nomination 
for United States Senator. 
Senator Anthony M. Webbe of 
St. Louis, Democratic 
chairman in the last session, is 
considered the probable choice 
for Democratic majority floor 
leader. Senator Ed V. Long of 
Bowling Green, Democratic ma- 
jority leader in the last session, 
is not seeking re-election. 

The Senate political division 
will be 21 Democrats and 13 Re- 
publicans. In the 1949 session 
the Democrats held 19 seats and 
the Republicans 15.

Commuter Trains Downtown 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The traffic problem in St. Louis can 
be overcome forthwith if we would go 
at it in the right way. There is a fine, 
unobstructed traffic artery running di- 
rectly. from Kirkwood to the corner of 
This is the 

Missouri Pacific right-of-way, which 

connects at Ninth and Spruce streets 

with the Terminal! Railroad's tunnel to 
the Eads Bridge. 

The tunnel runs north on Eighth 
street, immediately beneath the Arcade 
Building and the old Post Office across 
the street. The Arcade Building has 
loading platforms in it, from which 
passengers can walk from the trains to 
the street. These were put there by 
Mr. Edward Mallinckrodt when he built 
the Arcade Building several years ago, 
to meet just such a traffic crisis as we 
have in the city today. 

Similar loading platforms are in the 
old Post Office Building. 

It is a wicked waste not to put these 
existing resources to work. There are 
too many automobiles on the streets, 
and far too many of them are being 
driven by county residents who would 
be delighted to leave them at home 
if fast public transportation were avail- 
able. I am one of these, needlessly 
driving my car on the congested streets 
of St. Louis six days per week. 

I estimate that 2000 cars per day 
would be taken off our streets at once 
if this. tunnel and the existing passen- 
ger terminal facilities were used. Die- 
sel-powered trains, carrying clean, air- 
conditioned cars, would do an immense- 
ly profitable business. 

They should begin at Kirkwood and 
stop at intermediate stations. Union 
Station should be totally and complete- 
ly by-passed, thus eliminating a stop 
which is of no value to anybody, and 
which is responsible for the unpopular- 
ity of suburban railroad service now 
and formerly offered. 

I have lived in Kirkwood for more 
than 40 years, and I know that along 
the above-mentioned route, there is a 
huge market for such transportation at 
25 cents. If some of the city’s leader- 
ship can induce the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad to seize this opportunity, the 
road will coin money for itself by so 
doing.

Speeding Western Defense 


What may be one of the most important 
events of modern times has been announced to 
the European Consultative Assembly by Former 
French Premier Paul Reynaud. Representatives 
of six continental European nations drafting the 
Schuman plan for the pooling: of West Europe’s 
coal and steel have reached a ment, he said. 
A treaty to put the’ plan into operation. may be 
signed by the end of this year. | 

. This is a development of tremendous propor- 
tions because beginning actual operation of 
the pool would be a long step toward unifica- 
tion of Western Europe in one of the places 
where unification would be most binding—the 
coal-and-steel basis of all modern economies. 

Consequently, the political benefits the plan 
should bring “are no less far-reaching than the 
economic ones. Not the least of those benefits 
might be to make major wars between conti- 
nental Western European mations impossible. 

But for the immediate future, the pool would 
be of the utmost importance because -it has be- 
come an essential condition to the rearming of 
Germans, as Wallace R. Deuel of our Washing- 
ton staff has pointed out. Without German. 
troops, there seems little prospect of establish- 
ing an adequate defense against the military 
might of the Kremlin. 

France tied the Schuman plan and German 
rearmament into one bundle because of the pro- 
tection the plan would provide the French. It 
would be a safeguard against renewed German 
aggression toward France, because it would 
permanently remove Germany’s heavy industrial 
potential from solely German control. 

And Germans, no less than Frenchmen, ap- 
parently made the Schuman plan an essential 
condition to German rearmament when they 
voted for Social Democratic Leader Kurt Schu- 
macher in the recent elections in Hesse and 
Wuerttemberg-Baden. 

By supporting the Social Democrats, the 
voters also supported the principles of equal 
status for Germans in Western Europe, and 
firm commitments by the Western Allies to 
back up West Germany. These the Schuman 
plan would provide, by making Bonn a virtually 
equal partner in the proposed supra-national 
authority over the pool, and by inextricably 
binding the fate of the people of all Western 
Europe with the fate of the Germans. 

Agreement by the experts, and Reynaud’s 
optimistic prediction for the future, do not by 
any means assure that all obstacles to putting 
the Schuman plan into actual effect have been 
overcome. The initial enthusiasm of consefrva- 
tive Germans began to cool somewhat when it 
appeared that it might be possible to exact 
sovereign independence for West Germany as 
the price of German rearmament. 

Schumacher, like other continental Socialists, 
has never embraced the proposal wholeheart- 
edly, principally because of fears that it might 
help to re-establish industrialists’ cartel strangle- 
holds on the continental economies. What effect 
the German elections will have in strengthening 
the Socialists’ stand or altering their viewpoints 
remains to be seen. 

But in the meantime, the Reynaud announce- 
ment should dispel the gloom about German re- 
armament which engulfed military men after 
the German elections. If a treaty embodying 
the Schuman plan can be negotiated rapidly, 
then the West will have a far better chance to 
begin rapidly the essential job of providing for 
its defense.

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To Be Measured by Action 


The Administration’s appeal for industrial 
expansion as the key to defense mobilization 
has been renewed by W. Stuart Symington and 
Secretary of the Interior Oscar L. Chapman in 
speeches before the CIO convention. 

Both of them are dealing in truisms. The 
need for rapid plant expansion, both to achieve 
defense production goals and to check inflation 
through higher production, is so obvious that 
everybody agrees on it. Yet exhortation by 
government. and vague promises by industry 
will not alone meet the need. The exhortation 
must be transformed into positive incentives 
and the promises must be realized in action. 

The nation urgently needs more productive 
capacity in steel, dluminum and other basic 
industries. When the record is completed it 
will not be enough to show that all parties 
favored this principle in theory. The record 
will be measured by what the Government does 
and what industry does t6 achieve the goals 
which all accept. 
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Two Points for Tax Writers 

After a week of hearings, the House Ways 
and Means Committee is ready to begin work 
on the profits tax bill. We hope it will give 
special consideration to two points: the desira- 
bility of ‘passing the bill before the end of this 
year, and the need for sound treatment of new 
and growing corporations. 

One of the strongest arguments against an 
excess profits tax based on a “normal” period 
or a “normal” capital yield is that it handicaps 
the growth of a small corporation which has not 
yet established a fair “normal” in either re- 
spect. 

Secretary Snyder sought to compensate for 
this by proposing that at least $25,000 of cor- 
porate income be exempt from the excess 
profits tax. Some such provision would appear 
reasonable no matter what form of defense tax 
may be adopted. With a long period of heavy 
military expenditures and high taxes in prospect, 
Congress should make sure that new business 
has a chance to grow. 

* Equally important is the need for prompt 
action this year. Although it opposed the Ad- 
_ Tninistration plan for an excess profits tax in 
the conventional form, the Committee for Eco- 
nomic Development strongly urged that its own 
proposal for an increase in 1 fates go 
into effect at once. This is » the com- 
mittee said, in order to assure a substantial

Treasury surplus in the first half of 1951; and 
a surplus is necessary to counteract inflation. 

The House Committee seems disposed to rec- 
ommend prompt action,*but the Senate shows 
much less sense of urgency. If it permits the 
bill to go over until next session, there is a 
strong likelihood that the huge profits of 1950, 
made huge by the onset of the defense emer- 
gency, will escape their fair share of taxation. 

No better way could be found to insure a 
cynical reception for the further increases in 
individual taxation which are said to be on the 
way. If Congress wants to be in a position to 
impose those increases later on, it will take cle 
that corporations have paid a proportionate in- 
crease beforehand.

In Korea and in New York- 

There is a natural inclination to see a con- 
nection between General MacArthur's new of- 
fensive in Korea and the arrival in New York 
of the Communist Chinese representatives who 
are to appear before the United Nations. 

Since the time of their arrival was uncertain 
almost to the last moment, the- military move 
probably was not directly keyed to it. But there 
well may be a desire to confront them with the 
fact of a Korea completely in U.N. hands and 
a line firmly established on the Korean side of 
the Manchurian border. Such a position would 
reinforce repeated declarations that Gen.. Mac- 
Arthur’s forces have no aggressive designs on 
China. It would say that any further fighting 
could come only on Chinese initiative. 

How Mao’s representatives will react to such 
a situation is not predictable. During their stop- 
over in London, they were assuned by the Brit- 
ish Foreign Office that the U.N. forces in Ko- 
rea “in no way endanger legitimate Chinese in- 
terests in the area.” But the Peiping radio 
turned this aside with the declaration that ear- 
lier statements to the same effect by President 
Truman and Secretary of State Acheson “are 
not convinging anyone here.” 

So it would seem that the Chinese are de- 
termined to play their role before the U.N. in 
the Russian manner. They have already indi- 
cated that they do not mean to explain Chinese 
participation in the Far Eastern fighting, but 
rather to push charges of aggression against 
the United States. If they persist in this atti- 
tude, there is just another forensic stalemate 
ahead. 

One hopes, however, that the sincerely ex- 
pressed desire for peace on the part of the ma- 
jor Western powers will somehow penetrate the 
Communists’ ideological stubbornness. This 
might be helped by a final and decisive clean- 
up of the military picture. 
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As the Wreck Inquiry Starts 

The Long Island Railroad’s second ghastly 
wreck in nine months, which killed more than 
70 and injured more than 300 Wednesday night, 
will probably be found due to a complex of 
causes, Most railroad wrecks are. But three 
principal objects of inquiry immediately suggest 
themselves. 

First—Did the train crews observe the rules? 
In the earlier wreck one engineer ran through 
a red light and had a long record of rules viola- 
tions. The inquiry into the Long Island at 
that time showed unreassuring Conditions. 

Second—Were the two trains running too 
close together? There is some evidence that the 
first did not even have time to come to an 
unscheduled stop before the second was upon 
it. A tragic wreck on the Burlington four years 
ago, at Naperville, Ill., killing 44, occurred be- 
cause two trains were traveling 85 miles an 
hour, one behind the other and only three 
minutes apart, and when the lead train stopped 
unexpectedly three minutes was not enough. 
On other occasions, a major cause of disaster 
also has been crowding trains too close together. 

Third — Were communications between the 
two trains adequate? If the first train could 
have warned the second train, even before it 
started slowing down, that it was going to come 
to a stop—and if it could have obtained verifi- 
cation from the second train that the warning 
had been received and understood—could the 
slaughter and maiming of so many persons have 
been averted?

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Cracks in the Pavement 

Just to maintain Missouri’s highway system, 
the State Highway Commission has budgeted 
$13,560,000 for 1951. That is a record and is 
twice the sum spent for maintenance 10 years 
ago. 

In 1940, however, Missouri had a right to be 
proud of its road system. Today the State can 
question its pride along with its thoroughly in- 
sufficient gasoline tax of 2 cents a gallon, which 
is the lowest in the nation. 

The Highway Commission notes that the aging 
of roads, postwar traffic, heavy truck travel and 
inflation all have added to the difficulty of 
preserving a road system which was adequate a 
decade ago, on a tax which was barely adequate 
then. 

Most of Missouri understands the situation. 
But in two elections the State has shown that it 
will not ‘accept higher gas taxes, if they also 
mean putting the road system into politics or 
depriving the non-partisan Highway Commission 
of strict control of its funds. 

Before long it will be the duty of the Legis- 
lature to devise an acceptable plan to increase 
road revenue, and to expand the highways and 
rural roads. If politics is left out of it, the 
need for a gas tax increase should be as plain 
as the cracks in our pavements. 
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Talk in Two Sexes

Now, with the general military expan- 
sion and the immediate enlargement of 
the Air Force from 48 to 58 groups, there 
are to be enough planes to elevate tactical 
air to a major command and furnish addi- 
tional air support to an increasing ground 
army. 


The question may well be asked whether 
this explanation is not something of a 
euphemism, and whether the overstress on 
strategic bombing which became almost a 
cult-in the Air Force did not have a part 
in inviting precisely the sort of aggression 
this country faced in Korea. 


To be sure, many men in the Air Force

ALVA JOHNSTON DIES: | 


WON PULITZER PRIZE 


Magazine Writer, Biographer 
and Former Newspaper 
Reporter Was 62. 


BRONXVILLE, N.Y., Nov. 24 
(AP)—Alva Johnston, magazine 
writer, author and winner of the 
Pulitzer prize as a newspaper re- 
porter, died last night at Bronx- 
ville Hospital. He was 62 years 
old. Johnston, a resident of Yon- 


kers, won the Pulitzer prize in 
1922 for his coverage of the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, in the New 
York Times. 


A native of Sacramento, Calif., 
Johnston began his newspaper ca- 
reer in 1906 as a reporter for 
the Sacramento Bee: In 1912 he 
joined the staff of the New York 
Times, and in 1928 he went to 
the New York Herald Tribune. 


He became a free-lance writer 
in 1932 and many of his articles 
appeared in the New Yorker and 
the Saturday Evening Post. His 
books included “The Great Gold- 
wyn” in 1937; “Wilson Mizner,

James A. Singer, Councilman- 
elect from the Fourth St. Louis 
County District, was named chair- 
man pro-tem of the new County 
Council at its first meeting 
Wednesday night at the Court- 
house at Clayton. Councilman- 
elect Harold D. Carey of the Sixth 
District was elected vice chair- 
man pro-tem. 

Singer appointed committees to 
draft rules and make preliminary 
studies preparatory to the Council 
taking over governmental func- 
tions when it officially goes into 
existence Jan, 1. 

The meeting, attended by more 
than 200 other officials and citi- 
zens, was opened by Supervisor- | 
elect Luman F. Matthews, who | 
said the meeting had been called | 
“for the express purpose of giv- | 
ing impetus to the new County | 
Charter by achieving co-ordina- | 
tion of the various governmental 
agencies.” 

“Co-Operation” Among All Levels 

“It has always been our belief 
that under the home rule charter 
there must be co-operation among 
all levels of government in order 
to build a solid foundation fer 
the country’s future develop- 
ment,” Matthews said. | 

Matthews invited participation 
fin county affairs by groups and 
individual citizens and asked that 
recommendations be submitted in 
writing as an aid to careful con- 
sideration. 

Also attending the meeting 
were Alfred H. Kerth, chairman 
of the commission that drafted the 
charter, which was adopted by 
voters last spring, and Charles 
G. Duggan, chairman of the Bel- 
Nor board of trustees and presi- 
dent of the League of County 
Municipalities. Duggan assured 
the council of the league’s full 
co-operation. 

Chairman Singer appointed 
Duggan chairma nof a league 
committee, members of which will 
be chosen by Duggan, to “examine 
what has been done in the past on 
a co-operative basis and recom- 
mend what the council can do in 
the future either by contract or 
agreement.” 

Singer suggested that fields to 
be studied include public health, 
police protection, civil defense, 
rabies control, public works, build- 
ing code and electrical and plumb- 
ing inspection.

BLAST CUTS OFF GAS HEAT 
FOR MANY ILLINOIS HOMES 


MARION, IIl., Nov. 24 (UP)— 
Many Southern Illinois homes 
were without heat on the coldest 
day of the year following an ex- 
plosion and fire at a natural gas 
pumping station here. 

The blast occurred at 6 a.m. 
today in a pipe which feeds gas 
from the Big Inch pipeline to 
homes in about 12 communities, 
including Marion, Herrin, Car- 
bondale, Murphysboro, Carter- 
ville, Johnston City and Du 
Quoin. The temperature was 10 
degrees above zero here at that 


time. 

Officials of the Illinois’ Elec- 
tric & Gas Co., said the pumping 
station was out of commission but 
service would probably be re- 
stored sometime today by a 
pumping arrangement to by-pass 
the damaged pipe. 

Dennis Stephens, the only at- 
tendant at the station, was un- 
hurt by the explosion. He said 
it was above ground near a valve 
which regulated the flow of gas. 

The fire which followed de- 
stroyed the small building that 
housed the pumping station.

“It takes years,” Mr. James 
Ross, the veteran superintend- 
ent at Havre de Grace, once 
confided with'a face as straight 
as corn likker, “to train a man 
for this work.” 

In New York the American 
Totalisator Co. employs a 
board-watcher. Unlike the har- 
row-rider, he could be deaf, 
but he must be able to read. 
It is his duty to sit in the 
stands and look at the tote 
board before each race. If 
there is a mechanical failure 
and the lights don’t turn on, or 
if they get their wires crossed 
and suddenly spell out, “Lay 
off, suckers,” the  board- 
watcher goes and tells some- 
body. This work involves 
heavy responsibilities and the 
board - watcher usually rests 
through the winter, to recover 
from nerve strain. 

An indispensable executive 
at all tracks is the recall flag- 
man. Approximately once 
every 16 years, the field leaves 
the gate so raggedly as to hor- 
rify even the starter, in which 
case a- false start is declared 
and the horses are brought 
back to try again. For such 
emergencies, a man stands in 
the middle of the track about 
a furlong down from the gate 
with a flag which he waves at 
the jockeys if the starter wants 
a recall. 

Considering the incidence of 
false starts in any racing sea- 
son, the flagman’s task cannot 
be rated arduous, but he must 
be alert and reasonably light 
of foot, because if he doesn’t 
walk out of the horses’ path it 
may become necessary to train 
a new flagman.

However, China’s 
Nationalist government, like its 
Communist successor, insisted on 
sovereign authority. 

So far, the only help Tibet has 
received from the non-communist 
world has been in the form of 
expressions of moral indignation 
over the Chinese Communists’ re- 
sort to arms. The United States, 
with India’s friendship a primary 
consideration, is also handling 
the Tibetan situation with cau- 
tion. Commenting on Tibet in a 
recent statement, American Am- 
bassador Loy Henderson said he 
assumed the American Govern- 
ment “would not wish to. say or 
do anything hastily which might 
make India’s problem in this re- 
spect more complicated.”

Whether the Communist con- 
quest of Tibet will be easy or 
difficult depends in the final 
analysis on the attitude of the 16-

the aging regent Thieta Rimpoche 


to the boy incarnation, as an- 
nounced from the Tibetan capital 
Nov. 16, clothes the youthful Dalai 
Lama with the fullest prestige and 
responsibility for the decisions 
that lie ahead. 

The problem for the Chinese 
Communists in Tibet is not a mili- 
tary one only; nobody doubts the 
ability of the Chinese Reds to 
seize Lhasa or any other Tibetan 
center from the militarily weak 
Tibetan forces. The bigger ques- 
tion is whether the Dalai Lama 
will stay on in Lhasa and make 
terms with the Chinese or will go 
into exile. 

Reason for Caution. 

If he stays, the Communists’ 
task will be greatly simplified. If 
he leaves Tibet and continues to 
take a hostile attitude toward the 
Communist invasion, the Commu- 
nists will find it no easy matter 
to overcome the influence of his 
tremendous religious and political 
prestige. 

This is probably one of the 
reasons why the Chinese Reds are 
moving cautiously in their Tibetan 
advance and filling the air waves 
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with enticing promises. And there 
is no certainty yet of what Lhasa’s 
final decision will be despite its 
hitherto defiant attitude and its 
appeal to the United Nations.

U.S. BOOSTS INTEREST 
IN NEW NOTE ISSUE 


This Apparently Marks End 
of Dispute Between Treasury 
and Reserve Board. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24 (AP)— 
The Treasury and the Federal Re- 
serve Board apparently have set- 
tled a two-month-old controversy 
over interest rates paid in refi- 
nancing government debt when it 
falls due. 

The tip-off came Wednesday 
when the Treasury offered 1% per 
cent five-year notes in exchange 
for $8,008,101,500 in securities 
falling due Dec. 15 and Jan. 1.. 
That was a % per cent higher 
rate than was paid on the last 
five-year notes issued March 15. 

The Treasury and the Reserve 
Board had been at odds over 
whether to follow the recent up- 
trend in interest rates generally. 


The Treasury had refused to pay| 


higher rates, chiefly because this 
would boost the present $5,750,- 
000,000-a-year carrying charge on 
the Government debt. 

The Reserve Board contended 
that it was more important to 
fight inflation by discouraging 
others from _ borrowing. The 
Treasury could do that, the board 
held, by paying higher interest 
itself and thereby encouraging the 
geheral rise in interest rates. 

The new Treasury note offer- 
ing, announced by Secretary Sny- 
der, was authoritatively reported 
to be the result of an agreement

WASHINGTON, Nov. 24—Har- 
old E. Stassen, who has been a 
eomender for the Republican 
presidential nomination and may 
be again, believes the Communists 
in Southeast Asia, India and 
Pakistan must consolidate their 
positions before Russia could 
embark on a war in Europe, it 
was learned today. 

Stassen is leaving Dec. 3 for a 
quick, on-the-spot study of politi- 
cal and economic conditions in 
these areas which he regards as 
crucial in the West’s struggle to 
turn back the spread of Commu- 
nism. 

In addition to visiting Japan, 
Siam, Indonesia, India and 
Pakistan, Stassen will go to South 
Africa to study the racial prob- 
lem and that country’s economic 
potentialities before calling at 
London and returning to his post 
as president of the University 
of Pennsylvania on Jan. 9. 


Stassen, one of the leading in- 
ternationalists in the Republican 
party, is convinced that South- 
east Asia, particularly India, is 
currently the most vital area in 
the global strategy of the Soviet 
Union. He believes this strategy 
may involve a program stretching 
over 10 or 20 years. And he feels 
he knows how to defeat it. 

Wants U.S. to Act. 

He wants the United States to. 
take the lead among the Western’ 
powers in adopting an affirma-| 
tive policy, backed by economic 
aid and technical assistance, to 
convince the Asiatic peoples that 
their future lies in co-operation 
with the Western world. He en- 
visages a program that would not 
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| maximum results in developing 
the backward countries. , 
Stassen, a stanch admirer of 
Gen, MacArthur, feels that the 
war in Korea is only a prelimi- 
nary move in Russia’s over-all 
plan for pushing Communism 
throughout the Far East and Asia. 
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The revolt against the French in 
Indochina and against the British 
in Malaya are also sideshows, in 
his opinion. , 

Stassen believes Indian Prime 
Minister Jawaharlal Nehru shares 
his feeling about Russia’s plans. 
Nehru, it is believed, also agrees 
with another fundamental con- 
cept of Stassen’s approach to the 
whole Asiatic problem—that the 
United States should avoid any 
attempt to force the people of 
Asia to make an immediate jump 
into the Western camp. 


This, Stassen feels, would be 
a dangerous maneuver. The peo- 
ple of Asia, representing a some- 
what mystical philosophy midway 
between the materialism of Com- 
munism and individualism of 
Western thought, could not be ex- 
pected to abandon their ancient 
attitude under any sort of black- 
mail pressure.

In Brightest Africa 


HE flora, fauna and aborigines of equatorial Africa have 
been given a good going-over these many years by the 
movie cameras of explorers and Hollywood producers. But 
M-G-M has still made {t all rermarkably fascinatirg and e~- 
citing in its Technicolor filming (mostly on 
a five months’ location trip to Africa) of H. 
Rider Haggard’s tall adventure novel, “KING 
SOLOMON’S MINES,” now showing at 

LOEW’S STATE THEATER. 
Stewart Granger, English actor in’ his 
‘American film debut plays Allan Quatermain, 
Haggard’s fictionally famous white hunter. 
Kerr is the English lady who hires him for a safari 
through unexplored country to try to find her husband who 
had set off a couple of years before to search for the fabled 
diamond mines of King Solomon. Richard Carlson is her 
brother, whose duties on the trip seem to he chiefly those 
of a sympathetic chaperone. The animosity which flares be- 
tween Stewart and Deborah is, of course, a cloak for a deep 
and passionate love which in due course comes to the surface 
between perilous brushes with snakes, leopards, centipedes, 
stampeding animals, natives with distinctly ugly intentions 
and a murderous white renegade, not to mention the rigors 
of swamps, jungles, mountains, deserts and caves. It is a 
sort of combination of Trader Horn, Tarzan, the Perils of 
Pauline and the exploration films of Armand,Denis, who was 
technical adviser on this. Theater-seat explorers will love 
it for it combines the note of high adventure with a good 

deal of authenticity. 

The animals and tribesmen override the actors in interest, 
which is no reflection on the latter. The stampede of thou- 
sands of animals before a brush fire is a honey, the most 
tremendous ever shown by Hollywood, which is certainly an 
old hand at stampedes. The press department claims 6000 
animals—I don’t know who had time to count them, but you'll 
be willing to take its word. The dances of the Watussis, the 
tall warriors with the features of Egyptian aristocrats, and a 
staged spear and sword fight between rival claimants to 
their throne are among the highlights.. Sometimes the color 
shows extremely light—I suppose from excessive sun or 
high temperatures, although every effort was made to protect 
the film by refrigeration. And sometimes the Hollywood touch 
is over-evident—Deboroh, after cutting her long hair, shows 
up with a smart, short curly coiffure 50 years ahead of its time 
in style; and a closeup of her boots after a trek of hundreds 
of miles over rough country shows them almost new. But 
these are minor details. All in all, it’s rousing stuff.

The Airy Astaire 


It’s always a pleasure to see Fred Astaire in action, and 
the fact that his material isn’t up to his talents in “LETS 
DANCE,” opening tomorrow at the AMBASSADOR, still doesn’t 
alloy too much the enjoyment of watching him work. He has 
with him this time Betty Hutton (his six- 
teenth movie partner). Her explosive exu- 
berance, in which she obtains effects by 
sheer vitality rather than any high degree 
of skill, is in marked contrast to his facile 
perfection and high polish; but it does inject 
vim into the atmosphere, which needs it at 
times when the plot gets all wound up in 
itself. 

Certainly the story is much too involved for its substance, 
slightly lighter than helium. Betty as a former dan¢er, widow 
of an Army flyer, flees her Boston grandmother’s Beacon Hill 
home so that their little son can breathe some air that isn’t 
stuffy. In Manhattan she runs into her old partner, Mr. As- 
taire, much in debt from trying to be a financial wizard in his 
spare time, and dancing in a night club. The domineering 
old Boston lady tries to take charge of her great-grandson 
through the courts, while Fred and the night-club people, all 
of whom, from the owner to the chef and chorines, are pos- 
sessed of hearts of gold, try to foil her. And Betty still has 
trouble getting Fred to the altar because of his reckless finan- 
cial ways. This is strung out in such detail as to do justice to 
an O’Neill drama. My reaction was to murmur who cares, 
and to invoke the title. 

For the musical nunibers, done to songs by Frank Loesser, 
are reasonably lively.

Reprise on the Infantry Story 


“BREAKTHROUGH,” at the FOX, is a sort of poor man’s 
“Battleground.” It has the same idea of following the char- 
acters of an American infantry platoon through some fighting, 
this time on the beaches and among the hedgerows of Nor- 

mandy. Its characters and situations run to 
the trite, however. There jis the truculent, 
seemingly heartless captain (David Brian) 
whose heart really bleeds for his men; the 
second lieutenant (John Agar) not dry behind 
the military ears who is molded into a great 
platoon leader; the omniscient sergeant’ 
(Frank Lovejoy) who tells the lieutenant what 
to i to (one wonders why, since he practically is in charge of 
the platoon in movie style, he wasn’t commissioned himself);

and bare a shoulder in traditional Charmaine manner; and 
obvious G.I. characters, such as the scared rabbit who becomes 
tough, the mass of muscles who faints at the sight of a medic’s 
needle, the guy from Brooklyn who imitates Humphrey Bogart, 
and the Pop type who is considered loveable, per se, because 
at every opportunity he passes around snapshots of his wife 
and kids. 

As usual in war pictures which are defunct in dramatic 
values, the fighting shots make up for some of the shortcom- 
ings. Actual combat footage is worked in with stage- 
photographed scenes which often manage to appear authentic.

Policeman W ho Raises Palomino Horses 
Patrolman Herbert Vv. Hauck Makes: I Unusual ean ‘Yard Hobby |

OME years ago veteran Patrol- 
man Herbert V. Hauck was 
talking to a pal. 

“Herb,” the pal, said, “you don’t 
drink, chéw or smoke. Don't you 
have any vices?” 

“I play the horses,” said Hauck. 

“Why, that’s-terrible.” said the 
pal, genufnely disturbed., “Peo- 


ple ave lost theie homes that — 


pe but I’m different,” 
lau~hed the officer, “I buy oats. 
pple my own— not.. somebedy 
else’s,” 


The incident is significant for . 


a variety of reasons. It suggests 
that Patrolman Hauck is a virtu- 
ous citizen with a firm sense of 
values; that 26 years of pound- 
ing pavements for the St. Louis 
police force have not worn down 
his sense of humor; and that his 
acquaintances never fail to be 
amazed that a cop on the beat 


. should enjoy what is normally a 
raising . 


wealthy man’s pastime: 
palomino horses. 

Hauck does it by running a 
sort of miniature dude ranch in 
his backyard at 4224A Lexington 
avenue. Driving. up to his two- 
story brick home on the north 
Side you’re faced with a residence 
like any other. But if you prowl 
through the alley on the right 
you find yourself peeking 
through a gaily painted iron gate 
with a pony peeking right back 
at you from inside. 


Beyond, there is a well-kept 
yard and further in the back- 
ground you hit a white corral 
and an immaculate, red-and-white 
brick stable with horseshoes over 
the doors and windows. The 
whole setup is so peaceful and 
secluded that. when the local Po- 
lice Journal ran a story about it 
one of Hauck’s fellow-cops who 
had been cruising through the 
neighborhood in a patrol car for 
more than 15 years stopped by 
one afternoon to look around and 
confess he never knew it was 
there. 

Hauck calls it “Red Diamond 
Stable,” and there are diamond- 
shaped wooden decorations along 
the roof of the home-built struc- 
ture to carry out the theme.

ORN 55 years ago at Ste. Gen- 
Bevieve Mo.,. Hauck took to 

horses via chickens and gold- 
fish. He moved into his present 
home in 1929, and not long after 
that he built a chicken house. 
Judging by a set of pictures the 
patrolman keeps handy, it must 
have been fun to have been a 
chicken in that chicken house. 
Hauck kept about 20 cacklers in 
the luxurious quarters and they 
responded for the fine care by 
laying ehough eggs to keep him 
and the missus (they have no 
children) in omelets and chicken 
dinners.

Hauck’s goldfish had no cause 
for complaint either. They had a 
“gay old time in a large round 
pond the abbetiain built them 
of attractive natural rock. 


In 1941, after having become 
something of a horse fan by at- 
tending a lot of horse shows, 
Hauck decided to eliminate the 
pond and start bringing up a 
family of golden-brown palomi- 
nos, He had gotten a promising 
start when a horrible thought 
struck him and he hotfooted it 
down to City Hall to see a city 
counsellor. 

“I asked him whether a man 
needs a licegse to ride a horse on 
a public street,” he recalls. “No, 

wasn’t worried about being 
asked for one by another officer. 
I thought sometime I might hit a 
car while 1 was riding and the 
first thing the other fellow would 
say might be: ‘Where’s your 
license?’ ” 

The city counsellor reassured 
him by pointing out that Hauck 
wasn't carrying any passengers 
and that he therefore didn’t need 
a license. What's more, the mu- 
nicipal legal eagle said, it was 
perfectly all right to raise horses 
in ‘a residential area as long as 
you didn’t have more than four. 

Four horses are all Hauck can. 
accommodate and right now there 
are just thrée. “Goldboy” and 
“Handsome” are palomino stal- 
lions and then there is a two- 
year-old black Toy Shetland pony 


which he keeps largely to amuse 
the neighborhood youngsters who 
are forever dropping in for rides. 


“My stable is cleaner than a 
lot of peoples houses,” Hauck 
says with the hauteur of a born 
perfectionist. 
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BOUT once a year Red Dia- 
mond Stable has a blessed 
event. No midwives are neces- 
sary. No doctors check the pa- 
tient’s pulse. No friends pace the 
floor. “You come home’and it just 
stands there,” says Hauck. “The 
mare doesn’t want you around.” 

The patrolman walks hfs beat 
between Shreve, Pope and Flopis- 
sant avenues on a rotating sched- 
ule, One month he looks for 
trouble from 7 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
The next month from 3 p.m, to 
11 p.m. and the third month from 
1l p.m. to 7 am. The routine 
has somehow kept him tall, tan 
and none too slender. It also 
hasn’t prevented him from taking 
care of his horses. 

Hauck or his wife are always 
around at about 8 a.m. when the 
animals eat their hay and oats 
(two gallons of oats a day), and 
get 20 minutes of painstaking 
brushing each. Then, when there 
is time, there is a ride around 
the neighborhood. 

Either Hauck climps 1n the sad- 
die for a leisurely trot up Nat- 
ural Bridge road or he gets the 
red-and4black two-seat runabout 


out of the garage and has Golden- 
boy take him and the wife shop- 
ping. Thg buggy used to belong 
to a country doctor many years 
ago, but the Haucks have less 
trouble with it than they have 
with the family car. Sundays, 
they usually bundle up one of the 
horses in their sleek, home-made 
trailer and’ drive off for a real 
workout in Forest Park or Chain 
of Rocks Park. 

If there is one thing that pleases 
Hauck more than winning blue 
ribbons at horse shows around the 
state—and he has a small box 
full of them— it’s being mistaken 
fom a gentleman of means and 
leisure. The Haucks are delight- 
ed when they learn that passers- 
by who s&iw them pull their 
trailer down the street take them 
to be owners of a stud farm with 
vast acres of rolling hills. And 
when a man waiting for a bus 
once watched the proudly erect 
patrolman riding by in his off- 
duty clothes and said, “That must 
be a retired business man,” Hauck 
was in seventh heaven. 

A few years from now, when 
he retires from the force, this 
city-bound rancher hopes finally 
to get f small place in the coun- 
try and start breeding palominos 
in. earnest. Meanwhile, city po- 
lice officers are not permitted to 
live beyond the city limits. So 
Hauck will carry on for a while 
longer at Red Diamond Stable. a 
pastoral retreat from the trouble 
he has seen.

T is interesting to read of va- 
| rious witnesses that have ap- 

peared before the House Ways 
and Means Commitee during the 
hearings on the excess profits 
tax. To me this tax seems a 
perfectly reasonable one. 


If business is permitted to re- 
ceive legitimate returns on in- 
vestments and a leyy is made 
only on more than ordinary re- 
turns, one would think that it 
was fair and did not in any way 
affect the smooth running of the 
nation’s economy. , But apparent- 
ly most business men do not look 
upon it in this way. They fear 
that an excess profits tax will 
mean that no effort will be made 
by business~to expand and to 
make more mone. by producing 
more. Therefore, they think there 
will be fewer goous on the mar- 
ket, and prices for those goods 
will go up. 
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I DON’T SUPPOSE there is any 
way of making people, for patri- 
otic reasons, continue to invest 
their money at a lower rate of in- 
terest. There is no way of fore- 
ing business men to expand their 
businesses and work as hard as 


they can even though their profits 
will be smaller than they would 
ordinarily be. I will grant you 
that an excess-profits tax which 
is not accompanied by price con- 
trol, perhaps even rationing of im- 
portant commodities, and wage 
controls, will probably not cover 
the area that needs to be covered 
in the present defense effort. By 
itself, an excess-profits tax is not 


enough. 
I can quite see the point, too, 
of the business men. They say that 


if we are going to have ration- 
ing and price control, these regu- 
lations must be enforced and 
black markets and gray markets 
must be entirely wiped out. Other- 
wise, it is entirely unfair. 

When they add that a business 
is entitled to have someone in 
charge of regulations that knows 
that particular business, this de- 
sire also seems to me to be a 
highly sensible one. A man who 
knows the rubber business should 
not be in charge of regulating 
farm prices, and a steel man 
should not be in charge of regu- 
lating groceries. 

I think, however, that if a man 
who merits his appointment can 
choose his aids and do an all-over 
job, perhaps we can go a long 
way ‘toward meeting some of the 
needs that are going to arise later 
this year or next. 
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WE CANNOT LIVE as though 
our lives were normal when extra 
demands are being made on our 
economy. Simultaneously we must 
find the wherewithal to make 
ourselves strong in a military 
way and help our allies and the 
free peoples of the world to in- 
crease their own strength and 
well-being. This is a vast under- 
taking. 

Just as the business men at the 
hearings all try to play down the 
need for any regulation in our 
economy, so the labor groups in- 
sist that we will need more con- 
trols and that they must stem 
from the excess profits of busi- 
ness. Neither group really wants 
to pay the piper. But both groups, 
when they cease to be employers 
and employes, find themselves as 
consumers, paying the price for 
the ultimate plan decided upon.

Playing Canasta to Win

HE American laws of Canasta, 

- by which all of us play, give 

considerable leeway in the 
melding of black threes. Provided 
you can go out in the same turn, 
you can meld black threes in al- 
most any combination—two with 
a wild card, or as three of a kind, 
or as four of.a kind. 

In Argentina, where the game 
had birth, the laws dre more 
strict. A player is not permitted 
to combine a wild card with black 
threes. This is of no immediate 
interest to American players, but 
negotiations are now under way 
to arrive at an international set 
of laws to be published some time 
in 1951, and it is possible that 
melding out may become more 
difficult for American players, 
too. 

In the meantime, it is well to 
remember that although black 
threes are valuable chiefly as dis- 
cards in the early stage of the 
game, a time comes later on when 
they — be considered as

In this sense they are 
worth even more as a matched set 
than as discards, You should 
throw your queen and hold your 
threes. It gives you the - best 
chance to go out.

Born in Isnello, Sicily, near 
Palermo, Vincent Impellitteri was 
himself with the usual battery of 
boyhood jobs.

Betty Impellitteri did not of. 
ficially quit her job until the re- 
turns were in on election night 
and she knew that the one-time 
$15-a-week law clerk she had mar- 
ried had been elected Mayor of 
New York. But three months 
ago, when Vincent Impellitteri 
started his then seemingly hope- 
less campaign as the “Experience 
party” candidate, the blonde and 
energetic Betty took’ a leave of 
absence to lend a hand in the 
fight. 

“I’ve worked since I was 17 
years old,” the new hostess of 
Gracie Mansion laughs. “I won- 
der how I'll take to all this lei- 


sure.” 


In all the 24 years of their mar- 
riage, Betty and Vincent Impel- 
litteri lived in small apartments. 
She did all her awn cooking and 
kept house with only the help of 
one part-time cleaning woman aft- 
er hanging on a subway strap 
home from long days in the law 
office. Even after Vincent Impel- 
litteri began earning a little more 
money, first as counsel for Local 
282, Teamsters and Chauffeurs 
Union, A. F. L., and later in pri- 
vate practice, their standard of 
living changed little. 


After five years of private prac- 
tice, Vincent Impellitteri took 
down his shingle to become an as- 
sistant district attorney and eight 
years later, law secretary to Gav- 
agan, the Supreme Court Justice. 
A member of the regular Demo- 
cratic organization, but not a par- 
ticularly prominent Tiger in Tam- 
many Hall, he was picked by May- 
or O’Dwyer as his running raate 
as President of the City Coun- 
cil in 1945, and in 1949 ran ahead 
of O’Dwyer by some 75,000 votes. 
And then last Aug. 16, Vincent 
Impellitteri launched what the 
politicians call “the miracle of 
City Hall.” 

Word was flashed that Mayor 
O’Dwyer, in Washington, was re- 
signing to become Ambassador to 
Mexico. Impellitteri called in City 
Hall reporters and announced 
that he would be a candidate for 
Mayor and would run whether 
the Democrats indorsed him or 
not. But few people took him se- 
riously. - The odds against him 
seemed hopeless. 

Then on Aug. 22, he moved into 
O’Dwyer’s office to become Act- 
ing Mayor of New York and he 
and Betty Impellitteri moved into 
Gracie Mansion. But Democratic 
leaders wanted no part of him— 
they had their own fair-haired boy 
in Supreme Court Justice Ferdi- 
nand Pecora—and the Liberal 
party backed down on any sup- 
port. Then the Republicans se- 
lected State Industrial Commis- 
sioner Edward Corsi and the 
American Labor party named 
Paul Ross. 

Announcing that he would not 
be “bought off, bossed or bribed,” 
the determined Impellitteri dis- 
closed that he had been offered 
a Supreme Court nomination with 
Democratic and Liberal indorse- 
ments, if he would withdraw from 
the mayoralty race. But “Impy” 
wasn’t budging. On Sept. 28, he 
opened his ee headquar- 
ters in the Hotel Abbey here in 
New York and also announced 
that as Acting Mayor he had ap- 
pointed Thomas Murphy, the Al- 
ger Hiss prosecutor, to head up 
New York's police force, which 
was then and_-still is now under 
investigation for bribery and cor- 
ruption by Kings County District 
Attorney Miles F. McDonaid in 
Brooklyn.
